Before one’s eyes an original page of manu- 
script is converted into the perforations of a 
monotype ribbon—translated into a galley of type 
—made up in page form—molded in wax—elec- 
trotyped into a pattern plate. Meanwhile, the 
half-tone plates for the illustrations are made— 
soldered into the pattern plate in their proper 
relation to the text. The “pattern” is then 
molded in lead—and the nickel-type printing 
plate made. Photographs show the presses 
running, and then we see the book signatures 
gathered together and strongly bound into the 


finished book. Last of all the progressive steps 


in process color printing are shown with proof: 
illustrating the exact amount of each primary 


color registered in the finished picture. 


Letters concerning the exhibit have been most 
enthusiastic. From a faculty member of one 
library school came the statement—‘‘My stu- 
lents have never been so well prepared as they 
are this year—thanks to the Compton exhibit!”

ERHAPS one of the most serious problems which the depression years have 

left to children’s and schools’ librarians is the constantly increasing number of 

books which are either out of print or just about to go out of print. As 
budgets permit the replacement or even partial replacement of stock, many are 
learning that some of the finest titles are no longer available. On a recent out-of- 
print list are such titles as Stephen’s Irish Fairy Tales, Lucas’s Slowcoach, and 
Hubbard’s Bong-Kwe. Among titles listed as going out of print we find Ella 
Young’s Unicorn with Silver Shoes and Robida’s Treasure of Carcassonne, and 
others of this type. In the belief that possibly an awareness of the situation might 
be a first step toward remedying it, the Book Production Committee of the Sec- 
tion for Library Work with Children, of the A.L.A., has prepared a questionnaire 
on the subject which has been printed and distributed through the courtesy of the 
Junior Literary Guild. 

The Committee would like to have you do two things about this matter. First, 
it is hoped that you have already checked and returned the questionnaire, express- 
ing your opinion as to the value of the books listed, for your particular com- 
munity. Second, between now and May 11, will you give careful consideration 
to the subject of out-of-print books and come prepared to discuss this problem at 
our business meeting at Richmond? It is suggested that you organize your 
thoughts around the following questions, and any others which may occur to you: 


1. What can we, as an interested group, do to help publishers solve this problem? 

2. Would you be interested in having available, perhaps at Headquarters, a pre- 
liminary list of books about to go out of print? 

3. Would you be able to indicate with any degree of certainty the number of 
copies of these titles that you would require for average replacement needs, 
and over what period? 


These and other aspects of the matter will be considered at the Conference. 
If you do not expect to be at Richmond the Committee will appreciate your send- 
ing any suggestions or thoughts on the matter to the chairman so that they may 
be incorporated in the report and presented for Section consideration.
